The  games  feature  over  65  different  sports  and  skills,  and  draw  up  to  50,000 
spectators.  Barcelona,  Melbourne,  Stockholm  and  Belfast  have  hosted  the  games 
in  previous  years,  and  Los  Angeles  won  the  competitive  bid  for  the  2017  games. 
The  games  not  only  help  to  promote  physical  fitness  through  spirited  competition, 
they  also  build  camaraderie  among  first  responders  and  provide  an  opportunity  to 
bring  diverse  cultures  and  communities  together. 

This  year,  the  games  will  feature  activities  unique  to  the  region  including  surfing, 
racquetball,  CrossFit  and  motocross.  As  an  introduction  to  the  games,  the  Fire  and 
Police  Chiefs  will  compete  in  a  4-way  bean  bag  toss  to  kick  off  the 
announcement.
